The Mermen- 
tau river, three miles east of 
Jennings, connects with the Gulf, 
thus affording water way for 
barge shipping. 

The Jennings Oil Field is lo- 
cated about six and one-half) 
miles northeast of the town and 
is in Acadia Parish, the home of 
the Acadians. The road lead- 
ing from Jennings to the field 
extends through very pictur- 
esque country and crosses the 
Bayou Nezpique, an arm of the 
Mermentau river and the divid- 
ing line between Calcasieu and 
Acadia Parishes.

HEAVY PRESSURE ON SPINDLE- 
TOP. 


In discussing presusre on 
Spindletop wells, Mr. Tread- 
well, who supplies the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad with fuel 
oil for use on its locomotives 
on both the Pacific and Atlantic 
Systems, recently stated to a 
representative of the JOURNAL 
that two wells which he owns, 
which are located in Block 38, 
had furnished all the oil required 
by his contracts, forcing their 
product through a pipe line ex- 
tending from the wells to the 
Southern Pacific loading rack, a 
distance of almost, if not quite 
half a mile, and indicating a 
pressure of about 250 pounds at 
the loading rack. 

“I believe that much of the 
trouble now being experienced 
in getting certain wells to flow,”’ 
said Mr. Treadwell, ‘‘is caused 
by the manner in which they are 
connected up. Llama hydraulic 
engineer and have made a study 
of this subject. In connecting 
my wells, I attach an eight inch 
pipe to the six inch valye. This 
does away, to a great extent, 
with the friction. Then I allow 
no angles in my pipe lines, giv- 
ing the oil free play. I notice 
that in many instances four inch 
pipe lines are connected to six 
inch wells, and there are many 
elbows and angles in the line. 
Naturally this causes a friction 


which the gas pressure cannot 
* overcome. . My wells force the 
oil through the pipe line to the 


loading rack and into the cars 
They have

J. Frank Keith, manager 
Keith- Ward Oil company, on the 
same day, stated that one of his 
company’s wells, nine inches in 
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diameter, furnished sufficient oil 
without artificial assistance, to 
supply all contract demands. 
This well, he says, forces oil in-

These instances are cited to 
show that while there are wells 
on Spindletop which will not 
roduce—whether from imper- 
ect drilling, use of muddy wa- 
ter or other causes, including a 
decrease of pressure,—there are
